THE PATRONS. 


If there is one thing more than an- 
other for which the Patrons of Indust- 
ry deserve credit it is in the moderate- 
ness of their demands. This is all the 
more creditable because somewhat 
similar organizations in the United 
States and even in Great Britain are 
prone to schemes of the wild-cat 
species. Perhsps persons may not 
agres with every one of the planks of 
the Patron platform, but no one can 
deny that they are all proper subjects 
for discussion, are, indeed all within 
the range of practical politics. It is 
this that has given the Patrons 
strength, for no one will deny that 
now they are a power to be reckoned 
with, 

At the election of 189] they were 
too weak to have an appreciable affect, 
but since then the movement has 
grown, and can now insist upon being 
heard everywhere, and in not a few 
places of being obsyed as well as heard. 

In no respect have the Patrons 
shown theis moderateness more then in 
their demand for tariff reform, instead 
of indulging in some high fallutin 
financial scheme or other that would 
heve been certain to ruin their hopes 
as a political power. There is nothing 
fanstical in tariff reform. It is the 
cry of the Liberal party as well as the 
Patrons, and it is the chief question 
that Las to be settled as soon as the 
Remerial Billis out of the way. At 
the present time the farmer finds that 
he has more to pay for everything he 
buys than he ought to pay; and what 
makes matters woree be finds that he 
has less to pay with than he ought to 
have. This isthe result of “ undue 
protection of native industries,” in 
which he has no interest and from 
which he realizes no advantage. What 
wonder then that he should look in 
hope to the Patrons for a remedy ; and 
the Patrons are to be congratulated 
that they have not gone beyond a 
policy that, modest as. it is, is yet 
enough. What the Patrons hope te 
do is to create a policy that will en- 
able the farmer to buy more of what 
he wants ata less price then he now 
pays, and to sell more of this produce 
at a higher price than he now receives. 
The Liberals pretend to have much 
the same sort of policy, and although 
there ara features in the Patron plac. 
form that preclude him from voting 
and working with the Liberals, ex- 
cept in exceptional circumstances, yet 
there seems nothing to prevent Liber- 
als from voting for Patrons in any 
case and ander all circumstances.

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THE REMEDIAL. BILL. 


The Manitoba school question has 
now been pronounced apon by most of 
the sourees who have a right to be 
heard on the subject. The “ aggrieved 
party,” as the minorty effects to style 
itself, has been heard often enough and 
joud enough, in all conscience. ‘The 
Manitoba Government, the Manitoba 
Parliament and the Manitoba people 
have spoken and with no uncertain 
sound. At last the Dominion Govern- 
ment has had its say, and there re- 
gnains now but the decision of the 
Canadian parliament and the voice of 
the Canadian people. The consider- 
ation of what the people may say and 
ought to eay may be safely left over 
until nearer the time when an appeal 
must he made to them. The question 
of the bour ia what the parliament of 
Canada will say and ought to say to 
the reply to the parligment of Mani- 
toba that is now onthe table of the 
Dorninion House of Commons await- 
ing discussion. The Remedial Bill 
ought to be rejected on the second 
reading, and for this reason: If the 
Bill becomes law it will not settle the 
question, but will only make confusion 
worse confounded. Instead of healing 
the breach it will only widen it, be- 
cause the measure not only proposes 
to restore separate schools to Manitoba 
but to reestablish them with a 

. gnore complicated machinery than 
there was when such schools existed in 
Mays gone by. Even the Catholics are 
not unanimous in their approval of the 
measure. Indeed some of their organs 
are violently opposed to it ; not because 
it does not give them enough, but be- 
cause it givesthem more than they 
naked for ; while. the utter confusion 
that wuyst follow the enactment of the 
Bill jnto a statute is evident from the 
actions of the Mennonites of Manitoba 
who are already beginning to clamor 
for Mennonite schools, on the ground 
that if the Catholics can have separate 
schools,the Mennonites also are equally 
entitled to have them. 

The Dominion government claims 
for the measure, first that it does not 
establish separate schools, and secondly 
that they are bound to pass a Remed- 
jal Bill. Both assertions are the off 
spring of delusion. They were not 
bound to pass such a bill, because the
